This idea oC a veto has not deterred Sen- 


atois Plumb and Toller and a number of 
Representatives from introducing bills pro- 
viding for the free coinage of silver, »nd 
Mr. Teller said t-i-day that he felt perfectly 
confident that some one of tbeae bills will 
be passed by the Senate at the present 
session, 
Of the action of tbe House lie is 


not 90 confident. There are radical differ- 
ences in these bills. For instance, Senator 
Plumb's bill provides for a double unit ol 
value (n dollar of 412% grains standard 
silver or 25 8 grains of gold) of full legal 
tender-quality, while Senator Teller's bill 
fixes the weight of the silver 'dollar at 400 
grains of standard silver, aud contains no 
further addition to ousting law for tbe 
coinage of bullion received at the mints. 


Senator InfjalU has introduced a joint 


resolution to appropriate a sum of money 
to paxohaie seeds to be distributed gratis 
ami ng t .» otizeus ot Kaus.is and Nebraaia 
suffering from the effects of the rectiit 
drougbt. 


Beuator Manderson has presented a p»-ti- 


tion which offers the most practicable solu- 
tion of the Indian problem yet presented. 
It asks that the Indians be deprived of 
tbeir horses and that the Government issue 
to them in lieu thereof working oxen. 
Speaking of this matter Benntor Mander- 
aon said: "An Indian cannot fight very 
much it mounted upon an ox, but he can 
plow all he wants to. We have been giving 
these Indiana ponies for farm work, but 
they never have used them except as saddle 
animals. The disarmament and dismount- 
ing of the fractious tnbei la necessary aud 
should be accomplished at once. An In- 
dian believes his highest mission to bo 
the killing ot a {ello* being; white men 
preferred."

Secretary Elaine, in company with the

A Novelty for Tea. 


Rose biscottines are indeed n novelty, 


and if properly niada are far superior to 
the world famous Shrewsbury cakes. 
For 5 o'clock tea they are a decided in- 
novation and are unique iu every way. 
Those who would make these lovely lit- 
tle morsels to perfection must keep ex- 
clusively to tho proportions of the differ- 
ent ingredients and likewise be careful 
that the biscottines are not overbaked 
nor burnt in any way. Take 


One pound fine, dry pastry flour. 
Eight ounces Castor sugar. 
Tight ounces butter (fresh). "* 
One-half ounce finely sifted biscuit 


powder. 


A hock glassful of rose water. 
Two esga. 
The flour and biscuit powder should 


be sifted together, and then tho other in- 
gredients well rubbed into them. The 
sugar should now be mixed thoroughly, 
and a space made in the center of the 
lot, in which the eggs and rose water 
should be poured. Stir everything well 
together and produce a nice, firm, stiff 
paste. Boll this out into a sheet rather 
less than one-eighth of an inch thick, 
and then stamp the biscottines out of it 
with a small, fluted edged, oval hand cut- 
ter. Now lay these cakes on bntter bak- 
ing tins, ptit them in a warm oven, and 
keep them there till quite done. 


By rolling the above dough out only 


the thickness of stout note paper, and 
baking the biscottines very lightly in- 
deed—only about twenty seconds in a 
good hot oven—the result will be beau- 
tiful wafers to take with ice*.—New 
York Letter. 


Salmon P. Chase's Diary. 


Kate Chase is still a very fine looking 


woman. She looks ten years younger 
than she really is, and she works as hard 
as any woman in Washington. 
She is 


writing a life of her father, and her work 
will be full of unwritten history. In ad- 
dition to her wonderful reminiscences 
gathered during a period covering a 
quarter of a century, in which she was 
in the closest confidential relation with 
the greatest statesmen and generals of 
her day, she has bushels of letters made 
up of private correspondence of public 
men and she has her father's diary and 
letters. 


Not long ago she said that she consid- 


ered this diary one of the most important 
historical papers in existence. She keeps 
it in a fireproof vault, and she will quote 
very freely from it in her work. Salmon 
P. Chase kept a diary throughout his 
whole public career. He had it in his 
bedroom, and he jotted down his mem- 
oranda in it of the occurrences of the 
day every night before ho retired. It is 
probably as valuable as the diary of John 
Qnincy Adams.—Frank G. Carpenter in 
Chicago Herald.

I help them to do (.Lings now and then. 
They give ino their confidence. I show 
them that I Like an interest in them, 
and uiy husband is considerate toward 
them. I don't believe they will ever 
leavo our household till they got mar- 
ried, and rny coolc ia n widow who says 
she will never marry again. I cannot 
see why so many people should have so 
much troublo with their domestic help, 
or tnlk EO oitcn about the servant girl 
question." The ladies in the coterie to 
which this contented housekeeper thus 
spoke did not feel very well when her 
words wcro ended, and soon left for
